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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 11 and 16 are allowable over prior art. 

6. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter based on the amendment 
filed on May 14, 2007: 

Regarding claim 11, the prior art of record considered as a 
whole fails to teach or fairly suggest an apparatus for the 
writing and reading of a holographic recording medium having the 
following features: 

(a) movable or fixed read and write optics (9) , the write 
optics comprising a polarised writing light source (20) , the read 
optics comprising a polarised reading light source (21) ; 

(b) the wavelength of the reading light source (21) is 
different from the writing light source (20) , recording data in a 
multiple recording layer, of the thickness of 250- 1000 nm; and 

K (c) the writing source (2 0) is of the kind of polarization 

holography ; -and the read optics comprise wavelength distortion 
correcting means for correcting the distortion of the 
reconstructed image caused by the difference in the wavelength of 
the reading and writing light wherein the wavelength distortion 
correcting means of the read optics comprise an aspherical 
plastic objective lens (48). 
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The features indicated above, in combination with the other 
elements of the claims, are not anticipated by, nor made obvious 
over, the prior art of record.
